Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 1-4, 10 and 11, drawn to an organotellurium compound; 

Group II, claim(s) 5-7, 12-14 and 17, drawn to a living radical polymer and a process for 
producing the same; 

Group III, claim(s) 9, 15-16, and 18-22, drawn to a block polymer and a process for 
producing the same.. 

The inventions listed as Groups Mil do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 1 3. 1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
feature of Group I claims is the organotellurium compound and this feature is not 
present in Groups II and ML The special technical feature of Group II claims is the living 
radical polymer and the process producing the same, and this feature is not present in 
Groups I and III. The special technical feature of Group III claims is the block polymer 
and the process producing the same, and this feature is not present in Groups I and II.
